In  no  case,  however,  shall  the  penalty 
be  less  than  $10  or  more  than  $50.  Any  person  who  fails  to  file  an  inven- 
tory form  and  who  becomes  liable  to  pay  the  penalty  specified  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  lose  his  right  to  appeal  any  matter  pertaining  to  the  property  tax 
for  which  he  is  liable  or  exemptions  to  which  he  may  be  entitled.  This 
penalty  has  all  the  force  of  taxation  and  shall  be  treated  as  incident  to  the 
tax."

74:5,  but  if  for  any  reason  you  fail  to  receive  one,  you  should  contact  the 
Selectmen  to  obtain  one  and  complete  it  as  required  above.

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ROAD  AGENT'S  REPORT 


A  complete  breakdown  of  highway  payments  and  receipts  can  be 
found  under  the  Summary  of  Payments  and  Receipts. 

The  additional  Highway  Subsidy  Fund  amounting  to  $4,519.28  was 
spent  to  upgrade  Sandwich  Notch  Hill  and  $1,742.22  was  taken  from 
Rev.  Sharing  to  complete  work  done  on  this  project. 

Highway  Subsidy  monies  were  spent  in  the  amount  of  $7,967.36  for 
use  in  summer  maintenance,  winter  maintenance,  and  for  the  purchase  of 
salt  as  noted  on  Report. 

We  currently  have  $9,500.00  available  from  T.R.A.  funds,  with 
another  $4,470.35  coming  in  1979,  provided  we  raise  $670.55  at  the 
March  meeting. 

An  amount  of  $8,077.50  is  expected  from  Highway  Subsidy  and  $5,- 
237.10  from  additional  Subsidy  during  1979.  The  majority  of  funds  from 
T.R.A.  and  Subsidy  are  planned  to  be  spent  on  the  Mill  Brook  Road 
with  balance  to  go  on  the  Upper  Mad  River  Road  this  year. 

Some  bridge  plank  work  was  done  during  1978.  We  would  like  to  paint 
and  upgrade  some  of  the  other  bridges  in  1979.  Posts  and  reflective 
stakes  were  put  in  several  sections  where  dangerous  dropoffs  were  noted. 

Employment  of  another  driver  during  the  winter  months  has  added  to 
quicker  service  for  the  Town.  Roland  Downing  and  crew  have  done  an 
excellent  job  during  this  winter  along  Town  Roads  in  the  Rt.  3  area.  Jack 
Bradley  of  Barle,  Inc.  has  maintained  the  Gore  Road  even  to  the  extent 
of  removing  road  hazards  during  the  winter  months. 

The  Northpointe  Estates  area  and  175  Estates  were  taken  care  of  dur- 
ing the  '78  and  '79  Winter  Season,  with  written  agreement  from  175 
Estates  and  Deed  from  Northpointe,  to  justify  doing  the  work. 

We  were  quite  pleased  with  the  fact,  that  the  Budget  for  Town 
Highway  Maintenance  was  adhered  to  so  closely.  Actual  expenditures 
for  Summer  and  Winter  amounted  to  $19,678.09  excluding  the  project  at 
Sandwich  Notch.  This  amount  was  reduced  further  by  the  Highway  Sub- 
sidy and  Revenue  Sharing  being  used  on  same,  thus  lowering  the  Tax 
dollar  to  offset  it.

ANNUAL  REPORT 

1978 


The  Thornton  Public  Library  organized  after  Town  election  in  March 
with  Mrs.  Hopper,  Chairman;  Mrs.  Grady,  Treasurer;  and  Mrs. 
McDonald  returning  to  the  Board  as  Secretary. 

With  the  funding  of  our  expansion  program,  the  library  worked  on  the 
combining  of  the  school's  and  public  collection.  With  the  professional 
assistance  of  Miss  Helen  Henry  of  Plymouth,  the  non-fiction  and 
reference  works  in  the  Children's  section  were  catalogued  in  time  for  the 
first  full  week  of  school  in  September. 

With  the  end  partition  removed  in  the  Adult  section  and  newly  painted 
shelves  to  match  the  new  shelving  in  the  Children's  side,  we  have  a  most 
attractive  library. 

It  is  our  plan  to  engage  Miss  Henry's  services  again  this  year  in  order 
that  we  may  continue  the  cataloging  of  the  adult  reference  and  non- 
fiction  sections,  in  order  that  we  may  be  of  greater  assistance  in  serving 
the  public. 

Our  book  buying  concentrated  mainly  on  the  children's  section  of 
Easy  readers  which  was  in  need  of  new  titles.  In  1979  we  hope  to 
purchase  books  of  interest  to  the  adult  population  in  both  fiction  and 
non-fiction  areas. 

Since  the  Town  of  Thornton  is  growing  rapidly,  we  have  added 
another  hour  to  the  library  week  in  order  to  better  serve  the  public  and 
adhere  to  the  standards  for  continuing  membership  in  the  Statewide 
Library  Program. 

We  held  two  Open-houses  this  year.  One  was  on  the  night  of  the 
Reception  for  the  School  teachers,  and  another  on  a  Saturday  in  October 
at  which  time  former  librarians  and  trustees  were  especially  invited  to 
visit  our  library. 

Film  showing  were  held  and  crafts  groups  for  children  met  during  the 
summer  months. 

We  wish  to  correct  our  statement  regarding  the  Walter  Lee  Trust 
Fund  in  last  year's  Town  Report  as  being  in  the  amount  of  $250.00.  The 
capital  investment  in  the  trust  fund  is  over  $2,000  and  we  received  over 
$250.00  income  this  year  for  our  discretionary  use  each  year. 
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We  wish  also  to  acknowledge  the  many  gifts  of  books  and  magazines 
during  the  past  year  and  wish  to  point  out  that  anyone  who  is  a  resident 
of  the  Town  of  Thornton  is  elegible  and  welcome  to  use  the  Library  ser- 
vices and  State  Library  services  as  well.

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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  FOREST  FIRE  CHIEF 
AND  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 


For  more  than  80  years,  a  cooperative  effort  between  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire  and  local  forest  fire  authorities  has  created  a  forest  fire 
prevention  and  suppression  program  that  is  recognized  as  superior 
throughout  the  United  States. 

Since  the  first  forest  fire  laws  were  written  in  1895,  the  state  and  local 
community  governments  have  worked  together  to  prevent  and  combat 
forest  fires. 

Today,  249  forest  fire  wardens  and  more  than  1,800  deputy  wardens 
are  appointed  every  three  years  by  the  State  Forester  to  work  with  the 
members  of  the  State  Forest  Fire  staff  in  this  effort.  State  funds  are  used 
to  pay  one-half  of  the  cost  of  forest  fire  suppression  costs  incurred  by 
local  forest  fire  organizations,  within  pay  rates  established  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council.  State  funds  matched  by  local  funds  are  used  to 
purchase  hand  tools  to  suppress  forest  fires,  to  train  local  forest  fire 
crews  and  in  forest  fire  prevention  work. 

All  outside  burning,  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  is  per- 
mitted only  after  obtaining  a  written  fire  permit  from  your  local  Forest 
Fire  Warden.  Penalty  for  burning  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required 
is  a  misdemeanor  punishable  by  a  fine  up  to  $1,000  or  a  jail  term  of  up  to 
one  year  or  both.

NORTH  COUNTRY  COUNCIL,  INC. 

In  Thornton,  North  Country  Council  assisted  with  revisions  to  its  zon- 
ing ordinance.  Provided  information  to  the  Board  of  Adjustment. 

The  North  Country  Council  continued  to  make  substantial  progress  in 
1978  by  providing  services  in  the  following  areas: 

Planning  Services:  Providing  local  technical  assistance  to  member 
communities  continued  to  consume  a  good  amount  of  Council  time. 
Areas  of  assistance  include:  master  planning,  subdivision  regulations, 
zoning,  reviewing  development  proposals,  mobile  homes,  grantsmanship, 
etc.  Through  a  grant  from  the  Farmers  Home  Administration,  NCC  will 
have  the  services  of  a  project  planner  and  planning  engineer  to  further 
assist  communities  in  water  supply,  solid  waste  and  review  of  develop- 
ment proposals. 

Economic  Development:  NCC  updated  its  Overall  Economic  Develop- 
ment Program,  a  requirement  which  entitles  the  North  Country  to  EDA 
grants  and  loans.  The  Council  also  completed  a  Wood  Energy  Study  and 
a  Downtown  Improvement  Program  for  1  town.  Through  the  resources 
of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  a  business  counseling  program  is 
being  developed.  Federal  and  state  agencies  use  the  Council's  work  as  a 
guide  for  future  public  investments. 

Preparation  of  Regional  Plans:  In  1978,  the  Council  adopted  and 
published  both  the  Land  Use  Element  and  the  Housing  Element.  Both  of 
these  documents  provided  a  broad  framework  for  action  in  these  two 
areas.  In  the  area  of  solid  waste,  the  Council  has  coordinated  a  number 
of  meetings  with  the  NH  Air  Pollution  Control  Commission,  Division  of 
Public  Health  and  sponsored  a  meeting  on  solid  waste  disposal  in 
January  1979.  The  Council  has  continued  to  make  progress  in  the  Public 
Transportation  Program.  NCC  also  coordinated  with  the  NH  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Works  and  Highways  in  the  annual  meeting  to  receive 
local  input  on  needed  highway  improvements.  Much  of  the  Council's 
time  is  spent  responding  to  requests  from  Selectmen  on  various  planning 
matters.  Fact  sheets  have  been  prepared  on  soils  and  community  plan- 
ning, wetlands,  and  master  planning.  Other  educational  documents  will 
be  prepared  in  1979. 

North  Country  Perspective:  NCC  continues  to  respond  to  oppor- 
tunities to  provide  a  North  Country  perspective  to  federal  and  state 
policies.  NCC  represented  the  area  in  a  3-day  workshop  as  part  of  the 
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Farmers  Home  Administration's  national  assessment  of  rural  communi- 
ty facilities.  Council  members  represent  the  North  Country  on  the 
State's  "208"  Water  Quality  Program,  solid  waste  program  and  other 
areas.  The  Council  testified  before  the  N.H.  House  subcommittee  on 
Growth. 

Education  and  Information:  For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  North 
Country  Council  co-sponsored  the  six  municipal  law  lectures.  A  special 
workshop  was  held  on  the  development  of  small  hydro  sites.  NCC  also 
sponsored  a  North  Country  meeting  of  bankers,  real  estate  agents,  local 
officials,  and  other  development  interests  to  inform  them  of  the  oppor- 
tunities under  the  NH  Housing  Finance  Agency's  mortgage  program. 
With  the  advent  of  Planning  Profiles,  the  Council's  monthly  newsletter, 
NCC  is  making  an  effort  to  keep  local  officials  and  interested  person  up- 
to-date  on  Council  programs  and  other  related  planning  activities.  In  a 
further  effort  to  solicit  local  input  on  planning  projects,  the  Council  has 
been  holding  a  series  of  subregional  meetings  around  the  North  Country. 

In  1979,  the  Council  expects  to  provide  more  services  to  local  officials 
to  help  them  carry  out  the  goals  of  their  own  towns.  The  newly-funded 
Area  Development  Assistance  Program  will  provide  greater  assistance  to 
communities.  NCC  will  be  working  on  an  energy  program  to  determine 
the  practicality  of  developing  indigenous  energy  resources.  Requests  for 
community  planning  services  will  increase. 

Membership  in  the  Council  over  the  last  five  years  has  increased  from 
five  members  in  1973  to  forty  active  members  in  1978.  A  good  deal  of 
service  has  been  provided  in  that  period  and  it  is  hoped  that  more  can  be 
provided  in  the  years  ahead.

White  Pine  Blister  Rust  Control — Town  Contribution 

Control  of  White  Pine  Blister  Rust  is  essential  to  the  well-being  of 
New  Hampshire's  forests  and  maintenance  of  the  state's  scenic  qualities. 
More  than  2,500,000  acres  or  about  one-half  of  the  forests  of  the  state, 
include  white  pine.  Since  1917,  this  fungus  disease  which  kills  white  pine 
has  been  controlled  by  eradication  of  its  alternate  host,  currant  and 
gooseberry  bushes,  commonly  called  RIBES.  Under  RSA  223,  affected 
towns  are  required  to  financially  support  the  Ribes  eradication  phase  of 
the  program. 

Last  year  1,024  acres  were  examined  by  Division  personnel  to  locate 
hazardous  blister  rust  conditions  requiring  immediate  control  action.  No 
such  areas  were  found  in  your  town.  Therefore,  as  authorized  under  RSA 
223,  we  request  an  appropriation  of  $0  from  your  town  in  1979  for  White 
Pine  Blister  Rust. 

The  cooperative  statetown  control  program  has  long  been  successful  in 
preventing  major  white  pine  losses.  We  consider  continuing  investments 
in  blister  rust  control  to  be  most  worthwhile  and  in  the  best  interest  of 
citizens  of  your  town  and  the  state  as  a  whole.

The  Pemi-Baker  Home  Health  Agency  requests  that  the  sum  of  $1,- 
690.00  be  included  in  your  Budget  for  fiscal  1979.  The  computed  rate  of 
$2.00  per  capita  is  the  same  as  this  year.  The  appropriation  request  is 
based  on  the  census  figures  as  received  from  the  State  Office  of  Com- 
prehensive Planning — Concord. 

The  Home  Care  Service  is  becoming  more  and  more  prominent  in  the 
health  field.  Statisitics  have  proven  that  hospitalization  costs  are  greatly 
reduced  by  having  home  care  services  available  in  the  community. 
Therefore,  primary  payors,  such  as  Medicare,  are  encouraging  earlier 
discharge  from  hospitals  and  extended  care  facilities  to  home  care 
situations.  This  creates  a  two-fold  purpose  .  .  .  financial  and  the  well- 
being  of  the  patient  who  is  happier  recovering  in  the  home  setting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  NURSE 
1978 


This  year,  the  school  health  program  has  been  able  to  provide  many 
services  to  students  at  the  Thornton  Central  School. 

This  past  year,  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  was  concerned  with  the 
immunization  status  of  its  school  children.  Therefore  a  survey  of  im- 
munization levels  was  conducted  in  Thornton.  Every  effort  was  made  to 
contact  parents  and  to  provide  clinics  where  immunizations  were 
available  free  of  charge.  The  upper  grade  students  were  shown  a  film 
about  the  importance  of  immunizations.  In  May,  I  obtained  tuberculin 
tests  from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  offered  TB  tests  to  grade  6-8 
students.  With  parents  permission  25  students  were  tested. 

Each  student  was  screened  for  the  following:  height,  weight,  hearing, 
vision  and  color  vision.  Students  with  possible  problems  in  any  of  these 
areas  are  referred  through  their  parents  to  their  own  physician  or  a 
specialist.  At  the  end  of  the  year,  a  follow-up  check  is  made  to  insure  that 
every  child  with  a  potential  problem  has  been  screened  further.  Thornton 
participated  in  the  Sight  Conservation  program  through  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  which  provides  free  vision  testing  and  correction  to 
qualifying  families. 

Each  April,  a  state  sponsored  preschool  hearing  and  vision  screening  is 
held  in  Plymouth.  Parents  of  preschool  children  are  notified  and  en- 
couraged to  attend.  In  May,  Thornton  has  a  preschool  registration  and 
screening  for  all  incoming  kindergarten  pupils.  At  this  time  parents  and 
preschoolers  have  the  opportunity  to  visit  the  school  and  provide  the 
teacher  and  nurse  with  specific  information. 

In  response  to  the  request  of  several  students,  I  am  holding  weekly 
weigh-ins  and  diet  discussions  for  upper  grade  boys  and  girls  with  a 
weight  problem.  Exercise  sessions  are  held  after  school  under  the  direc- 
tion of  Debba  Robinson  the  3rd  grade  teacher. 

In  the  area  of  health  education,  various  films  have  been  shown  to  all 
grades  dealing  with  many  aspects  of  health.  As  school  nurse,  I  am 
available  as  a  health  resource  person  for  the  teachers  and  to  the  students 
for  personal  health  problems  and  education. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  teaching  staff,  the  many  physicians,  parents  and 
students  for  their  support.

I  hope  that  in  the  future  your  support  for  similar  activities  in  the 
school  will  broaden  the  relationship  between  the  staff,  its  students  and 
the  community. 

Greater  use  and  involvement  of  the  school  can  only  increase  and 
broaden  students  educational  horizons.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT'S  OFFICE 


In  the  past  few  years  we  have  been  asked  to  explain  the  function  of  a 
supervisory  union  and  its  relation  to  the  local  school  board  and  the  state. 
The  following  statement  extracted  from  the  New  Hampshire  School 
Boards  Association  pamphlet  "New  Hampshire  Public  Schools" 
hopefully  provides  a  succinct  answer  to  the  question. 

New  Hampshire  school  law  states  that  the  State  Board  of  Education 
has  "  the  same  powers  of  management,  supervision,  and  direction  over 
all  public  schools  in  this  state  as  the  directors  of  a  business  corporation 
have  over  its  business,  except  as  otherwise  limited  by  law."  The  State  of 
New  Hampshire  has  174  school  districts  which  the  State  Board  of 
Education  has  divided  into  50  supervisory  unions,  each  administered  by  a 
superintendent  of  schools. 

Schools,  like  other  public  agencies  and  business  corporations,  must 
have  a  management  system.  The  New  Hampshire  school  management 
system  is  the  supervisory  union.  School  Board  members  who  are  elected 
by  the  voters  of  their  individual  school  districts  comprise  the  policy  mak- 
ing supervisory  union  school  board.  The  superintendent  shall  serve  as 
the  executive  head  of  the  public  schools,  and  shall  be  responsible  for 
planning  and  administering  their  affairs  subject  to  statutory  re- 
quirements, the  regulations  of  the  State  Board  of  Education,  and  the 
policies  of  the  local  districts.  In  performance  of  these  duties,  the 
superintendent  shall  be  directly  responsible  to  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion through  its  commissioner,  and  the  board  or  boards  of  the  super- 
visory union. 

Supervisory  union  budgets,  following  a  public  hearing,  are  annually 
voted  by  the  supervisory  union  school  board.  The  budget  provides  for  the 
salaries  of  the  superintendent  and  other  supervisory  union  personnel 
along  with  any  necessary  central  office  expenditures.  Supervisory  union 
school  boards  decide  the  number  of  persons  to  be  employed,  their  duties, 
and  their  salaries.  Local  districts  share  the  services  provided  by  the 
supervisory  union  and  share  the  costs  of  operating  a  central  office.  The 
local  school  district's  share  of  the  union  budget  is  determined  by  two  fac- 
tors: half  on  the  basis  of  pupil  membership  and  half  on  the  basis  of 
equalized  valuation. 

WHAT  SERVICES  DO  THEY  PROVIDE? 

The  supervisory  union  structure  was  formed  so  that  local  school  dis- 
tricts could  join  together  to  provide  themselves  with  necessary  ad- 
ministrative services  they  could  not  furnish  efficiently  or  economically 
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alone.  Services  provided  include:  budget  preparation  and  control;  central 
purchasing;  building  programs  and  maintenance;  state  and  federal, 
record  keeping  and  reporting;  recruitment  and  employment  of  all  staff; 
public  relations,  annual  reports;  supervision  and  evaluation  of  all  staff; 
curriculum  development  and  coordination  of  school  programs;  staff 
development  and  re-training;  coordination  and  development  of  state  and 
federal  programs;  school  health  services;  school  lunch  programs;  special 
education  programs;  payroll;  teacher  negotiations  and  professional 
assistance  to  school  boards  in  many  other  areas. 

Central  office  staff  function  so  that  the  above  mentioned  services  are 
provided  with  a  single  goal  in  mind — to  provide  the  best  possible  educa- 
tion to  the  children  in  our  communities,  in  a  cost-effective  way.

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EXPLANATION  OF  SUPERINTENDENT'S  AND 
ASSISTANT  SUPERINTENDENT'S  SALARY  FOR  1977-1978 


Chapter  189,  Section  48  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire,  requires  that  the  school  district  annual  report  show  the 
total  amount  paid  to  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  as  per  the  following 
quotation:  "Reports.  Each  superintendent  of  a  supervisory  union  shall 
annually  prepare  a  report  of  the  total  salary  paid  to  the  superintendent, 
showing  in  detail  the  amount  paid  by  the  state  and  each  local  school  dis- 
trict and  their  share  of  same.  Said  report  shall  be  filed  with  the  school 
board  of  each  school  district  involved  and  shall  be  included  in  the  annual 
report  of  the  respective  school  district  as  a  separate  entry.  A  like  report 
and  entry  shall  be  made  for  each  assistant  superintendent,  teacher  con- 
sultant, and  business  administrator,  if  any  is  in  service  in  the  union." 

One-half  of  the  supervisory  union  expenses  is  prorated  among  the 
several  school  districts  of  the  union  on  the  basis  of  adjusted  valuations. 
One-half  is  prorated  on  the  basis  of  average  daily  membership  in  the 
school  for  the  previous  school  year  ending  June  30th.  The  salary  of  $23,- 
500  which  was  received  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  of  Supervisory 
Union  #48  during  1977-1978  was  made  up  as  follows:  $2,500  paid  by  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  and  $21,000  was  prorated  among  the  school 
districts  comprising  the  Supervisory  Union.  Allowance  for  $800  travel 
within  the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above. 

The  salary  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent  during  1977-1978  was 
made  up  as  follows:  $2,413  paid  by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
$18,087  was  prorated  as  stated  above.  Allowance  for  $1,700  travel  within 
the  Union  was  also  prorated  as  stated  above.
